Ten Airplane Leads of T h is Super- 
Poison 
Sufficient 
to 
Have 
De­ 
stroyed All Life in Berlin— 
Known as '‘Methyl.” 


Washington.—At tho educational ex­ 
position. illustrating the wartime and 
reconstruction activities of the depart­ 
ment of the interior now being held, 
there is being shown under guard a 
sample of the most terrible super­ 
poison gas known, the discovery of 
Prof, W. Lee Lewis while in the em­ 
ploy of the bureau of mines at it- 
American university laboratories. 
This gas, formerly called “Lewisite,' 
later known as “methyl,” because the 
latter name meant nothing to euriou- 
persons, was being manufactured by 
the war department at the rate of ten 
tons a day when the armistice came. 
The gas is being variously described 
as 
“the 
climax 
of 
the 
country’s 
achievements in the lethal arts” and 
as “the most terrible instrument of 
manslaughter, ever conceived.” 
Th* 
department itself declares that it is 
the most deadly of all war gases. 
much more deadly than mustard gas. 
which heretofore was known by chem­ 
ists as “the king of poison gases.” 
Most Deadly of All. 
It is said that ten airplane loads of 
“methyl” would have been sufficient to 
destroy all life in Berlin, if such ex­ 
treme measures had been necessary, 
and that a single day’s output would 
have been sufficient to snuff out the 
4,000,000 human lives on the island of 
Manhattan. 
This gas was not only discovered by 
Professor Lewis, hut was also devel­ 
oped by him to a point where it was 
ready for production at tile American 
university 
while 
those 
laboratories 
were still under the control of the bu­ 
reau of mines, one of the organizations 
of the department of the interior. 
When this work was first taken up by 
the bureau in behalf of the military 
authorities Professor Lewis was called 
from his civilian duties as professor of 
chemistry at Northwestern university. 
Evanston, 111., and at the request of 
the bureau was commissioned as cap­ 
tain in the ordnance department and 
assigned to the gas warfare service of 
the bureau of mines. 
While acting in 
this capacity Professor Lewis discov­ 
ered and developed this gas, and 18 
days after the gas work of the bureau 
of mines was transferred to the juris­ 
diction of the war department an 11- 
acro plant for its manufacture was 
started near Cleveland, O.. where the 
work was conducted under the strict­ 
est military secrecy. 
“Mouse Trap” Plant. 
This plant, which was dubbed by the 
workmen the “mouse trap,” because, 
in order to prevent the leakage of in­ 
i'* rrmation, it was understood that the 
mon who entered would not leave un­ 
til the war was over, was in operation 
within a miraculously short time, and 
[dans were made by the war depart­ 
ment to have 3,000 tons of this most 
diabolical gas af the American front 
by March I, 1919. When the armistice 
came the plant was Avell ahead of its 
production schedule, hut the opportu­ 
nity had n<rt come for the use of the 
gas at the battle front. Thus tho Gor­ 
mans did not hqve a chance to obtain 
a first-hand experience with this most 
frightful of all poison gases, of which 
it is said that a single drop on the 
hand will penetrate to the Mood and 
soon reach the heart, when it kills the 
victim in great agony. 
It is declared 
that among the 80G men at the plant 
there was not one fatality, this immu­ 
nity being largely due to the providing 
of all employees with gas masks, pro­ 
tective clothing and extreme precau­ 
tions in operation.

INNOCENT ARE THESUFFERERS 


R egular Saturnalia of Swindling 
Is 
Now In Progress— Publicity Is 
Urged as Best Remedy 
for Evil. 


New York.—The inner philosophy of 
the buccaneer oil promotion company 
In the business of selling stocks In­ 
stead of oil Is neatly exposed in a 
■“confidential*’ letter received the other 
day by a reputable New Y’ork Stock 
Exchange firm, says the New York 
SUh. The writer, an officer of a “here 
today and gone tomorrow” Western 
faking corporation, was trying to get a 
New York broker to put out its securi­ 
ties, and obviously thought he was ad­ 
dressing a firm of traders as shady as 
himself. 
“You know," he wrote, “the heavy 
cost Is In finding new clients. 
Your 
profit is made in selling them repeated­ 
ly the same stock as the dividend and 
price advance.” 
He then offered to pay a commission 
o f 33 1-3 per cent, under which agree­ 
ment $1 of every $3 paid by the in­ 
vestor would stay in the hands of the 
stock peddler. The generous *oll” man 
continued: 
"The price of the stock Is $2 a share. 
It will be advanced to $2.25 within the 
next 30 days, after which It will be 
gradually raised to $3. 
These, addi­ 
tional raises are the best methods 
known to sell stock to clients.” 
Shares Are Valueless. 
The stock had no value; there was 
nothing behind it. 
The price was an 
arbitrary figure fixed by the company. 
The proposed raises would have been 
arbitrary. If a buyer had tried to sell 
the company would not have bought 
♦ he stuff back at any price. The com­ 
pany was merely intent on getting a 
broker to go shares with It In kidding 
the public Into snatching at the securi­ 
ties by “the best methods known to 
sell 
stock 
to 
clients.” 
Reputable 
brokers do not even answer «uch let­ 
ters. 
Nor will they allow their Cus­ 
tomers to buy stocks which have the 
faintest odor of trickery if they can 
prevent it. The other day a man who 
lives in a suburb of New Y’ork got a 


“I thought you could buy anything, 
said the commuter. 
“Certainly I can buy anything, hut I 
shall have to decline to take your or­ 
der for this stock. 
I don’t know* any 
thing positive about the company, hut 
it looks had to me because I do know 
something of the people who are put­ 
ting it out.”

That afternoon it 
“went up” nearly a point, which Is a 
lot for a low-priced curb security, and 
the suburbanite tried to take his quick 
profit. His, new’ broker, however, was 
unable to get a bld at the new’ price. 
In fact he couldn’t get any bid at all, 
although the curb continued to quote 
the high figure. 
The buyer of the 500 shares still had 
them recently and judging by the ex­ 
periences of others with oil companies 
of the same stripe they eventually will 
pass to his heirs as an interesting 
souvenir, unless the wTaste paper man 
gets them first. 


Situation Is Dreadful. 
The Sun asked a man of prominence 
in the New YTork Stock Exchange how 
It felt as an organization about the 
swindlers* saturnalia now In progress 
and what it could do to protect the 
public. 
“Of course,” he answered, “we are 
more than horrified. All the time the 
most pitiful cases are being reported 
to us—governesses, oil sorts of poor 
persons, losing all their savings in oil 
‘investments.’ 
The situation Is per­ 
fectly dreadful. Outside of the suffer­ 
ing it causes Individuals, what a repu­ 
tation it Is getting for the city of New 
York. 
People all around the country 
are being led to believe we are a nest 
of swindlers. The government has 
done something, hut why it doesn’t do 
more I don’t understand. 
“A few years ago the New York 
Stock Exchange put the bucketshop.*? 
out of business by taking our ticker 
quotations away from them, an act 
which the courts sustained. 
“The New Y’ork Stock Kxchancre is 
doing all It can, and in co-operation 
with representatives of the* district at­ 
torney has got action in several f'ases, 
but w*e have no control except over 
our own members.

home port. 


Nothing Theoretical. 
There is nothing theoretical about 
the work of the supercargo. He must 
not only he practical but show him­ 
self alive to every opportunity to ben­ 
efit the interests of the United States 
in the shipping world. 
He must es­ 
tablish this by his work or admit him­ 
self unfitted for further duty as a su­ 
percargo. 
In the heyday of sail upon 
the seas, when the United States wras 
really a power among maritime na­ 
tions and the 
telegraph and 
cable 
were virtually unknown, it was neces­ 
sary for shipping interests to have a 
traveling representative aboard ship 
who directed the disposition and pur­ 
chase of Cargo, and ordered the sail­ 
ings of tile vessel as they affected tile 
taking on and discharge of cargo. He 
was known as the supercargo. 
The supercargo of today will per­ 
form the same duties under the ad­ 
vantage of direct telegraphic, w ireless 
and cable contact with ship operators. 
He also will act in conjunction with 
the captain of tile ship in berthing the 
ship and in all business pertaining to 
the operation of the ship with the ob­ 
ject of reducing to a minimum the 
overhead charges. In his other duties, 
which have been called those of a 
shipping and trade scout, the super­ 
cargo must act without infringing up-

EGYPTIANS ALSO PLEAD 
W IL SO N S 14 POINTS 


Trouble Over England's Protectorate 
Serious— Rule Far 
From Ideal.

Paris (By M a:1)— How seriously 
Egyptians are protesting British rule 
and some of the reasons therefor are 
revealed in a letter received today 
from a British soldier stationed in 
Egypt. 
Inasmuch as the Egyptians 
are urging Wilson’s declarations in 
behalf of the rights of >mall nations 
in support of their contention that the 
British protectorate assumed in De­ 
cember, 1914, should cease now that 
hostilities have ended, Americans may 
find the situation interesting. 
‘‘The causes of the present open 
defiance of the British,” the soldier 
w rites, “are many and varied, and 
on the whole do not reflect any great 


class was born the Nationalist party, 
fifteen years ago. Recruits were gain­ 
ed through the natural objection of 
,i Mohammedan to being ruled by a 
Christian. 
“Another cause for trouble is the 
close alliance of many families with 
Turkish 
families. 
They 
view 
the 
breaking up of Turkey with dismay 
as the breaking up of their religion. 
“ So much for the wealthier class. 
The Fellaheen, wholly uneducated and 
living to themselves on little bits of 
land, have for the most part obtained 
real benefits from British rule; irri­ 
gation', abolition of forced Iabor, limi­ 
tation 
of 
conscription, 
protection 
from Bedouin m arauders, etc. 
They 
have been apparently grateful and 
to 
contented. 
Hence is it difficult 
account for their attitude. 
“Their greatest complaint seem- to 
be due to Army requisitions. 
The 
complaint is general ihat stock and 
crops have been taken and not paid 
for. 
The method generally followed 
was for the British to demand from 
the headman of the village a certain 
number of donkeys, corn or other 
commodities. 
The headman Would 
then take them from the villagers and 
hand them over to the military a u ­ 
thorities who would pay for them in 
bulk. 
There was no supervision to 
see th at the money was distributed, 
credit on the present administration Consequently in innumerable eases the 
of the country by the English. 
When 
England first entered the country, 
some 37 years .ag<», as the result of 
a decision by the 
Great 
Powers, 
Egypt was on the verge of bankruptcy 
as the result of extravagance and 
misrule bv Turkey. 
“One of the greatest causes of dis­ 
satisfaction in Egypt is the system of 
‘capitulations.’ 
These are laws by 
which the subjects of European pow­ 
ers arc not subject to the ordinary 
laws of Egypt. 
When a foreigner 
commit- a crime he can only he tried 
with tile -auction of his own govern­ 
ment and only before a mixed tribunal 
eompo-ed mo-tlv of his own nation­ 
als. 
England 
has promised they 
shall eea-e during the present year. 
“When England entered Egypt it 
was with three announced objects— 
First, to restore the financial status 
of the country, second, to abolish 
capitulations, and, third, to educate 
the Egyptians to a point where they 
could govern themselves. 
In the first 
two they have succeeded. 
Egypt is 
in good financial condition and it is 
promised capitulations shall end soon. 
But in the third object, failure has 
been the result. 
“ England introduced a system of 
secondary education 
of a 
secular 
character cm Western lines, without 
considering the Egyptians 
are 
an 
Oriental people. 
A system of educa­ 
tion totally separated from the Mo­ 
hammedan faith brought about a state 
of resentment. 
“Then a lot of Englishmen were 
imported to take fa t Government 
jobs, regardless of their fitness, leav­ 
ing only minor jobs to the Egyptians. 
The Egyptians are divided into two 
classes: the Effendi, or educated class 
and the Fellaheen, or peasants. 
The 
greatest ambition of the Effendi is to 
obtain ;i job in the civil service or 
become a lawyer. 
Young Egyptians 
flock to the schools and equip them­ 
selves for handling the greater part 
of the government work. 
However, 
they find these jobs are mostly re­ 
served for Englishmen, often no more 
capable than themselves. 
“Consequently there is a large class 
of educated unemployed. 
Out of this 


money was never paid over to the 
actual owners. 
The Fellaheen then 
were told by their Headman that the 
British had not paid him. 
“These things gave great oppor­ 
tunities for political agitation. 
One 
of the demands is that the British 
evacuatcEgypt at once. 
This tin 
British never will do, for two reasons 
Fir-t, the Suez canal is necessary for 
the maintenance of communication 
between 
the p a rts of the 
Empire 
second, much English capital is sunk 
in Egyptian cotton. 
“British policy is now one of con 
ciliation, but it will take a long time 
to regain the good will of the masses 
The present trouble is far more ser 
iou^ than generally appreciated anc 
it is a question which way it will re 
suit.”

Boys to Get Military Training in 


Summer Camp. 


W ar 
Department 
Co-Operates W ith 
Chicago Board of Education in E s­ 
tablishing Camp Roosevelt. 


Muskegon, Mich.—Fifteen thousand 
boys and men from all iwtrts of the 
country will undergo a period of in­ 
tensive military-physical training here 
this summer. 
The encampment will 
be known as Camp Roosevelt. 
Camp Roosevelt is being established 
by the Chicago board of education, 
with the sanction and cooperation of 
the war department a summer train 
ing camp for tho cadets in the high 
school It. O. T. C. of that city, hut ii) 
order to make the camp really repre 
sedative of the whole country it tun 
been decided to admit recruits Iron 
any part of the United States. 
Th. 
age limits will be from twelve to forty 
five. 
The training will be under the di­ 
rection of (’apt. F. L. Beals of tht 
United States army who will have the 
assistance of 50 commissioned 
and 
non-commissioned officers, 20 physical 
directors and supervisors. 
The train 
ing will 
include 
drills, 
maneuvers. 
hikes, 
bayonet practice, marksman 
ship, groupd aviation, 
artillery 
and 
machine gunnery practice, radio In­ 
struction and similar military instnic 
tion. 
The physical training program 
will 
include 
baseball, 
tennis, 
golf. 
swimming, rowing and similar summer 
diversions. 
Recruits will enroll for periods of 
two, four, six or eight weeks, the first 
recruits to enter July 7 and the camp 
to continue until August 31. 
The training establishment is being 
financed by the Chicago board of edit 
cation, with the assistance of a group 
of patriotic Chicago citizens, who have 
also been successful in securing the 
co-operation of the w ar department. 
Cadets will be required to pay only 
the nominal sum of $1 per day for all 
expenses, including tent, sleeping ac 
commodations, board, instruction and 
equipment. 
An enrollment fee of $1 
is the only additional charge. 
Executive headquarters have been 
established by Captain Beals at 21 
North LaSalle street and enrollments 
are already being received from all 
parts of the country* 


SAVED NEEDED SUGAR CROPS 


How Lizards, Frogs and Toads Came 
to the Rescue of the Threat­ 
ened Cane 


Lizards and toads by the thousands 
are being sought and employed In the 
production of sugar cane in the West 
Indian islands, says a writer in Our 
Dumb Animals. 
They have proved 
to be the best means for combating 
the froghoppers which have long in­ 
fested the cane fields and greatly cur­ 
tailed the sugar crops. 
A few years ago so great had be­ 
come the damage to the cane by the 
hoppers that entomologists and my­ 
cologists were called upon to study 
the situation and devise methods to 
prevent the destruction 
which 
had 
caused the loss of thousands of dol­ 
lars annually to the sugar growers. 
A remedy was quickly discovered. 
In 
the districts badly infested by the frog­ 
hoppers there was an almost total ab­ 
sence of lizards, frogs and toads. 
To 
introduce these creatures and to en­ 
courage their increase was obviously 
necessary to save the sugar crops.

WERE DISABLES IN WAR WITH HUN 


Physical Training Which Played Its Part in Creating the Finest Army 


in the World Is Now Taking a Prominent Part in 
Restoring Our Soldiers to Self-Supporting 


Place in Civil Life.

The pugilist r n I the I ill player, the 
w restler and the football coach, even 
the little J a p jiu-jitsu artist, all bad 
their very definite p a rts in the training 
of the arm ies during this war. 
And 
why? 
Because each had something 
vital to contribute to the physical de­ 
velopment of the soldiers, something 
which made them better fighters, for­ 
getful of fear, and able to rare for 
themselves when thrown on their own 
responsibility in a single-handed com­ 
bat with a dozen or more Huns. 
All of the w arring nations used these 
various forms of physical development 
in making their fighting aion. C harac­ 
teristic of America, w here athletics of 
all kinds have become so highly organ­ 
ized, the training of the soldiers in 
every camp in the early days of the 
w ar resembled the preparation for a 
huge athletic carnival. 
Physical tra in ­ 
ers of every description were early mo­ 
bilized and rendered invaluable service 
in preparing our doughboys for the 
great struggle overseas. 
, 
The country is now quite fam iliar 
w ith all thos?» efforts. 
B ut very few 
people realise to w hat extent these 
same methods and the same physical 
trainers are assisting in the restora­ 
tion of the returning soldiers who h a te 
been disabled in the war. 
T he physical training departm ent of 
our hospital schools is the least talked- 
of division In the whole reconstruc­ 
tion program, and yet no division is 
doing more for the physical restora­ 
tion of those disabled men, to put the 
fight hack into them, th an a well-organ­ 
ized, enthusiastic physical training de­ 
partm ent. 


Experience in England. 


In England during th e se more than 
four years of war, the question of m an­ 
power became very critical. 
It w as 
necessary to salvage every wounded 
soldier as rapidly as possible, and, pro­ 
viding he could he m ade fit again, to 
return him to the firing line. 
I his 
was true in all the nations long In the 
conflict and it Is not at all uncommon 
to find soldiers who have been w ound­ 
ed four and five tim es who were re­ 
turned after each recovery to the fight. 
The convalescent camps and com­ 
mand depots of England furnish excel­ 
lent examples of the use of physical 
training in restoring these wounded 
men. 
As soon as their active hospital 
treatm ent was completed the men were 
promoted to the convalescent camps. 
Here 
well-trained 
phvslo-therapists 
utilizer! every known method to over­ 
come the stiffened joints and rebuild 
the atrophied muscles. 
But a great 
part of every day w as given to physi­ 
cal training, graduated and carefully 
supervised by medical officers. 
Calis­ 
thenics, setting-up exercises, games of 
all descriptions and special develop­ 
ment for individual 
cases were all 
utilized. 
As soon as these men had 
sufficiently 
developed 
to 
permit 
of 
group rath er than individual training, 
they were transferred to the command 
depot w here more strenuous exercises, 
games, and hardening processes were 
indulged 
in. 
As 
rapidly 
as 
men 
reached the physical condition required 
they w ere sent back to the front. 
T he French recognized the value of 
games in this physical training proc­ 
ess to such an extent that they In­ 
vented and described hundreds of new 
games suitable for all physical types 
of men, from the severe inutile to the 
perfectly fit. 


United States Takes It Up. 


D uring the la^t six months of the 
w ar the United States was forced to 
consider more carefully the conserva­ 
tion of her man-power. 
Development 
battalions were therefore created in 
this country and convalescent camps 
in France where men who broke down 
in the training or who were wounded 
or disabled by disease could he sent 
to be reclaimed. 
H ere again physical 
training played the chief role in refit­ 
ting these soldiers. 
A story Is being told of the fam ous 
ball 
team in the development b a t­ 
talion at Camp Kearney. It seems that 
when the division from this camp left 
for overseas they dumped into this 
battalion the riff-raff of their organiza­ 
tion, so considered by the officers. Con­ 
valescents from the base hospital were 
also assigned to this battalion. Among 
the group was a soldier who had lost 
his right arm by accident—a ‘south 
paw ’ luckily. 
, 
A young major, a W est Pointer with 
a ' vision, was left behind in charge 
of this motley battalion. 
Submerging 
his disappointment, he sot about m ak­ 
ing soldiers out of th e material in 
hand. 
W ithin three weeks every man 
in the 1,200 in his outfit w as classified 
and assigned to th a t type of physical 
training hest ‘-uited to his condition. 
Every m an belonged to some team and 
played some game. 
Two men who 
thought they were too weak to play 
were assigned to the m arble team and 
for two hours every day played their 
marble game. As the men developed 
physically they were promoted to a 
higher class. 


Become Champions. 
Several ball teams were formed, the 
hest one being captained by the one- 
armed pitcher of his team. , Tiiis de­ 
velopment 
battalion 
baseball 
team. 
de up of physically handicapped sol* 


J diers and some who were considered 
mentally defective and otherw ise unfit 
to go overseas with their companies, 
became the champions of the Pacific 
coast. 
To see the “crips,” as they were 
calk I. clean up the crack team from 
the heavy artillery regiment was worth 
a trip across the continent. 
This 
team 
symbolized 
the 
spirit 
which this m ajor put Into every man 
in the development battalion. 
He did 
it by m eans of physical training and 
competitive games. 
Eighty-five per 
cent of his men, formerly considered 
the riff-raff, developed into A class 
fighting men and went over. 
Physical training has also had a defi­ 
nite part in the hospitals and convales­ 
cent centers in restoring the w ound­ 
ed soldiers. 
S in ce the signing of the 
anni dice the thoughts of the officers 
in charge of this work w ere turned 
from making fighting men to rem aking 
fighting civilians—men imbued with de­ 
termination and with a spirit to over­ 
come every handicap. 


Work Among Convalescents. 


A great num ber of the physical train­ 
ers formerly assigned to com bat divi­ 
sions have been transferred to work 
among the convalescent soldiers. 
In 
the wards, light setting-up exercises 
are given, hut as soon as possible the 
patient is ordered out of doors to en­ 
ter a little more strenuous training. 
Week by week his progress is noted 
and week by week he is promoted into 
a higher class—ever working toward 
that day when his maximum restora­ 
tion will he attained, his hardening 
process completed, 
and 
he will be 
ordered up for discharge. 
Physical training has come In to Its 
own during this war. 
It has devel­ 
oped tens of thousands of hollow- 
chested, 
stooped-shouldered, 
slouchy 
young men into upstanding, fearless, 
stalw art specimens of American m an­ 
hood. 
It has taken those unfit to go 
overseas and developed them to the 
point w here they could go across or 
at least could do effective limited serv­ 
ice and free other able-bodied men for 
combat service. 
And now It Is play­ 
ing a most Im portant part In rebuild­ 
ing the nation’s fighters who have be­ 
come disabled in the strife. 


$50,000 FOR COAT OF TAR 


Texan Wins Verdict Against Eleven 
Who Feathered Him. 
A verdict of $50,000 w as obtained 
In the district court, San Antonio, Tex., 
by W. B. K ellar against eleven citi­ 
zens of Luling. Caldwell county, in a 
damage suit growing out of the ta r­ 
ring and feathering of K ellar in May, 
1918, at Luling. 
K ellar sued for $500,000. 
His peti­ 
tion for dam ages alleged that on May 
IT, 1918, a num ber of citizens of Luling 
applied a coat of ta r and feathers to 
him, put a banner hearing the inscrip­ 
tion, “T ra ito r—Others T ake W arning” 
on him, m arched 
him 
through 
the 
streets and ran him out of the county. 
It is said the tar and feathers were 
applied because of reported abuse by 
Kellar of the Bed Cross, the United 
States and American soldiers.

dividuals and institutions, of whom 
1,050 each had less than $25,000 worth, 
according to th** latest tabulation by 
tho United States farm loan hoard.

$500,000 in registered bonds, 86 be­ 
tween $25,000 and $100,000, and 13 be­ 
tween $100,000 and $500,000. 
Average 
holdings of coupon bonds were believed 
to be even less than tho $9,800 av er­ 
age of the registered bonds, being more 
preferred by small Investors. 
Interest charges on the $10,821,425 
total of outstanding registered bonds 
am ounts ti* $510,*isq annually, most of 
the bonds paying 4% p er cent, and 
some 5 per cent.

Yields Valuable Oil for Paints and 


Varnishes and Adaptable 


for Food. 


O ut of the cockle burr, which sticks 
to the clothes of the passer-by ami has 
’ generally been considered a pest, is 
now lidng made a new and valuable 
oil valuable for use in paints and var­ 
nishes and adaptable for food. 
T he details were explained by L. B. 
Rhodes, oil chemist of the North Caro­ 
lina departm ent of agriculture, in an 
address delivered in Raleigh, N. C., be­ 
fore the North Carolina section of the 
American Chemical society. 
“T he cockle burr,” said Mr. Rhodes, 
“familiarly known as the clot burr, is 
a coarse plant, with rough leaves and 
prickly head. 
It is widely distributed 
through the United States, so that it 
Is m ore or less of a nuisance In most 
localities and is very abundant through­ 
out the South. 
If the bu rrs could be 
obtained systematically in sufficiently 
large quantities they could be easily 
milled. 
“Those which I have gathered,” con­ 
tinued Mr. Rhodes, “ were either dry or 
JIn a half dry condition. 
They were 
first cut in half by a trim m ing board 
and the kernels mashed. 
The ground 
kernels were then wrapped in cheese 
cloth and pressed between cold steel 
plates. 
“The oil thus obtained was allowed 
to settle for three or four days and 
then filtered. 
It is of a light yellow 
shade, has a flear sparkling appear­ 
ance and a pleasant odor and an agree­ 
able nutty taste. 
It keeps well with­ 
out becoming rancid. 
On account of 
this quality it should eventually be 
used as a substitute in the dietary for 
other vegetable oils. 
“T he press cake left after express- 
in th e oil should be of value as a food 
for cattle and certainly It can be read­ 
ily used as a fertiliser.” 
T he yield from the kernel is about 
30 p er cent and the kernels constitute 
about the same proportion of the bulk 
of th e crude burrs. 
T he press cake 
contains 
about 
40.34 
per 
cent 
of 
protein.

and the threshing which will cost 
him 9 cents a bu-bel this year. When 
he pays all of his expenses after 
selling his wheat a t the market prire 
lie does a little figuring and then 
speculates if he wouldn’t clear more 
money each year by selling his farm 
and investing the money in non-tax - 
able bonds so that he wouldn’t have 
to worry about the weather and the 
Hessian fly.* 
At the "ame time the merchant or 
the banker is thinking how much bet­ 
ter ii would be for him to sell his 
business and invest his money in 
fjfrm land so that he could share in 
the profit". 
Thus it is that real es­ 
tate agents ply their trade, working 
“ both ends against the middle." 
The cost of saving the wheat this 
year, farmers declare, will set a new 
high mark figure. 
Binder twine is 
selling at a high figure, but despite 
the cost thousands of pounds are 
being sold here. 
Binders are being 
repaired and scores o f new machines 
have been sold. 
Repair men de­ 
clare they have been rushed for the 
last two weeks getting the machines 
in readiness for operation. 
Most of the farm ers in this county 
meet the labor problem by pooling, 
a group of them living in the same 
community agreeing to as>ist each 
other. 
In this way co-operation is 
used for mutual benefit and the cost 
of additional labor is reduced to a 


minimum. 
The cost of threshing 
this year will be more than ever be­ 
fore. 
Nine cents a bushel for wheat, 
twelve cents for rye and five cents 
for oats are announced in a new 
schedule approved by the thresher- 
men. 
Efforts of the farmers to se­ 
cure a compromise failed. 
Besides 
thi" cO"t the farmers will be required 
to furnish required help and to feed 
the laborers while they are working 
on their farms. 
The 
rye 
harvest 
has 
already 
started in Jackson county aud by 
the end of the present week hun­ 
dreds of acres of wheat will be in 
shock.
